A  UNIVERSITY  ON  PRIVATE  FOUNDATION. 
As  such,  it  is  at  once  differentiated  from  all  the  otlier  universities 
that  are  now  rising  in  the  great  western  portion  of  our  Dominion. 
It  will  have  no  political  affiliations  and  will  be  entirely  non-scct- 
arian  and  non-denominational.  This  will  free  it  from  various 
entanglements  and  restrictions  which  sotae  provincial,  state,  and 
denominational  institutions  have  found  to  be  more  oi  less 
embarrassing^  and  will  bring  it  into  closer  touch  with  the  mass  of 
the  people.  It  will  also  give  it  a  broader  .scope  than  that  of  the  city 
or  province  in  which  it  is  located,  for  it  should  lake  ii^  ,.la.:e  at 
once  as  the  outsUnding  private  University  of  Western  Canada. 
It  may  not  be  too  much  to  hope  that  it  will  even  have  an  Empire- 
wide  scope,  especially  as  this  is  a  prominent  meeting  place  of  the 
citizens  of  the  Empire. 


Hisitorital  3^tiumt 


The  unique  plan  adopted  and  the  conspicuous  success  attained 
in  the  steps  already  taken  to  found  the  University  of  Calgary  are 
widely  known.  To  have  secured  the  donation  of  over  600  acres  of 
yaluablc  land  and  over  half  a  million  dollars  in  cash  subscriptions 
in  so  short  a  time,  is,  in  itself,  a  guarantee  of  the  magnificent  suc- 
cess that  is  sure  to  crown  the  efforts  of  those  who  have  put  their 
shoulders  under  this  mighty  enterprise.  This,  however,  is  only 
the  beginning,  as  these  gifts  have  been  limited  largely  to  about 
.     3  hundred  persons. 

A  Charter  has  been  secured  from  the  Provincial  Legislature 
sufficient  for  present  purposes,  and  it  is  taken  for  granted  tliat  this 
will,  in  a  short  time,  be  enlarged  to  correspond  with  the  great  end 
that  the  founders  of  this  institution  have  in  view.  A  Board  of 
Governors  and  a  Senate  have  been  elected,  a  Dean  has  been 
appointed,  some  members  of  the  faculty  have  been  engaged,  „  '  \ 
convocation  of  nearly  two  hundred  graduates  o*  vj -ious 
universities  and  colleges  has  been  enrolled. 
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A  topographical  survey  of  the  site  of  the  University  has  been 
made  under  the  directio.>  of  Mr.  A.  S.  Chapman,  C.E.,  showing  the 
ground  to  rise  about  200  feet  from  the  front  part  of  the  property  to 
the  fine  plateau  which  stands  at  the  rear  of  the  quarter  section  on 
which  tht- buildings  are  to  be  erected.  The  building  committee 
have  also  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  T.  H.  Mawson,  the  celebrated 
English  landscape  architect,  the  landscaping  of  the  site  and  the 
location  of  the  principal  buildings  that  will  be  required  for  a  long 
time  to  come.  As  soon  as  this  is  accomplished,  the  erection  of 
the  first  of  these  will  be  undertaken. 

THE  SITE 

The  site  donated  for  the  University,  consisting  of  one  hundred 
and  sixty  acres  four  and  a  half  miles  west  of  the  Calgary  Post 
Office,  is  truly  a  magnificent  one,  and  it  may  be  doubted  whtthe. 
any  other  college  in  Canada  has  its  equal.    At  an  eminence  of 

,ZJ!'  *''°''^  ^^^  ""^'■^'  P°'^'°"  o^  the  city,  or  an  altitude  of  about 
4,000  ft.— on  a  level  with  the  crater  of  Mount  Vesuvius— the  view- 
in  every  direction  is  one  not  easily  surpassed.  To  the  west  the 
snowcapped  peaks  of  the  Rockies  are  in  plain  sight.  To  the  east 
the  eye  has  a  splendid  range  of  vision  over  the  city  and  the  vallev 
of  the  Bow  River,  while  in  all  directions  is  a  commanding  view  of 
the  country  round  about.  This  in  itself  will  be  an  inspiration  tn 
students  and  instructors  who  may  be  working  here. 

A  well-known  landscape  architect  who  recently  visited  the 
site,  has  spoken  of  it  as  "a  site  for  a  universitv  -roup  which  stands 
unmatched  on  this  continent,"  having  "magnificent  possibilities 
•  •  .  .  for  a  monumental  and  imposing  group  of  buildings 
dominating  the  city  of  Calgary  on  the  one  hand,  while  having 
wonderful  views  of  the  Rocky  Mountain  Range  on  the  other." 

The  location,  too,  is  a  most  healthful  one.  The  pure  air,  the 
maximum  amount  of  sunshine,  the  absence  of  extreme  heat  in 
summer  and  damp  cold  air  in  winter,  justifv  the  cl;  of  the 
medical  profession  that  nowhere  in  Canada  can  a  mort  .brious 
climate  be  found. 

PROSPECTS  AND  ADVANTAGES 

Though  the  magnitude  of  the  undertaking  to  establish  a 
modern  university  is  not  underestimated,  yet  the  prospects  for  this 
new  enterprise  may  be  said  to  be  very  bright.  There  is  good 
ground  for  the  most  optimistic  spirit  in  looking  forward  to  having

expected  to  endow  chairs.  There  are.  literally,  many  hund  eds  ol 
others  who  are  ready  to  contribute  amounts  o  larger  or  sma Lr 
proportion,  according  to  their  ability. 

Calgary  is  a  favorable  location  for  a  university,  too.  because 

of  the  many  schools  in  the  city  and  district  which'^are  ^repar^ng 

U  dents   for   university   work.  In   addition   to   the   Colleg  ate 

annually,  and  a  number  of  other  high  schools  in  the  surrounding 
whTcr'::e''  "^  "  ^  -n-^erable  group  of  private  instittS 
which  are  provmg  to  be  very  successful  with  their  large  con- 
tmgents  of  students.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  the  West- 
ern Canada  College.  St.  Hilda's  College.  Mount  Royal  College  and 
Bishop  P,nkham  College.  Although  the  two  last  named  have 
only  been  ,n  existence  a  year,  all  are  overflowing  with  pupils  who 
are  being  trained  by  competent  and  skilled  instructors  There  is 
also  the  Provincial  Xormal  School  training  a  large  body  of 
teachers,  some  of  whom  will  sooner  or  later  look  forward  to  a 
university  course.  * 

nhl  '^''"f  ""•■"'  '°"t'°"  °f  Calgary  is  also  pre-eminently  favor- 
able.  The  largest  city  between  Winnipeg  and  the  coast,  it  is  the 
centre  of  a  country  developing  with  astounding  rapidity        The 

-rowing  commercial  and  industrial  importance  of  the  city  is  well 
supported  by  the  extended  area  of  splendid  agricultural  land  in  the 
midst  of  which  it  is  situated.  The  value  of  this  is  enormously 
enhanced  by  the  noted  irrigation  work  carried  on  by  the  Canadian 
Pacihc  Railway,  the  largest  ever  undertaken  on  the  con- 
tinent. It  IS  of  the  first  importance  that  the  educational  advance 
of  the  community  should  keep  pace  with  the  material  development 
If  the  demoralizing  effects  of  rapidly  acquired  wealth  are  to  be 
offset,  the  attention  of  the  people  must  be  turned  to  higher  in- 
terests.    A  well  equipped  institution  of  higher  learning  w.ll  be  one

•llie  only  other  city  in  Canada  of  the  size  of  Calgary  without 
a  university  is  Hamilton,  and  this  is  within  forty  miles  of  Toronto 
a  city  which  abounds  in  institutions  of  higher  learning.  Calgary 
IS  over  SIX  hundred  miles  from  a  city  which  has  a.s  great  a  popu- 
lation as  itself.

Students  who  have  passed  Grade  XI  (Standard  VI I J  in  the 
Alberta  Departmental  Examinations,  including  the  language  sub- 
jects, will  be  admitted  to  the  First  Year  of  the  University 

Those  who  have  passed  Grade  XII  (Standard  VIII)  will  in 
general  be  admitted  to  the  Second  Year.  Similar  recognition  wil' 
be  accorded  to  those  who  have  attained  a  corresponding  standinp 
in  one  of  the  other  provinces,  or  have  passed  the  Junior  or  Senioi 
Matriculation  at  another  recognized  university. 

AD  EUNDEM  STATUM 
Students  who  have  done  more  advanced  work  in  another 
recognized  college  or  university  may  be  admitted  to  equivalent 
standing  here,  conditioned  upon  necessary  adjustment  of  courses 
that  may  present  more  or  less  variation,  fhose  wishing  to  take 
work  m  the  advanced  classes  during  the  comin-  year  are  requested 
to  notify  the'dean  as  early  as  possible  so  that  cverv  eflfort  may  be 
made  to  have  an  ample  .staff  if  a  sufficient  number  apply. 

MATRICULATION  EXAMINATIONS 

Students  who  have  not  obtained  the  .standing  indicated  above 
may  enter  the  University  on  pa.ssing  an  examination  to  be  held  in 
September.      The  subjects  of  this  examination  will  be: 

1.  English  Composition  and  Literature.  Sykes's  Elementary  Compo 
sition  and  two  of  the  following--  Shakespeare's  Julius  Caesar- 
Nineteenth  Century  Frose,  pp.  127  to  end;  Poems  of  the  Romantic 
Revival,  pp.  ss  to  end;  Tennyson's  Select  Poems,  edited  I, 
X.exarder. 

History  and  Geography.  The  history  of  England  since  1485.  with 
the  geography  bearing  upon  the  same.  Gardiner's  Outline  o' 
English  History  (Longmans)  recommended. 

Latin,  including  Grammar,  Composition.  Sight  Translation  and 
the  following  »pxtP:-(a)  Caesar,  Dc  Cello  Oallico,  Books  II  & 
III  or  Book  IV  oh.  20  to  end  and  Hook  V;  and  (b)  Virgil,  Aeneld  II 
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or  Ovid,  Stories  (rem  the  Metmmorphoeee,  line*  1  to  670. 

Or  Oreek,  Including  Orammar,  Compoeltion,  Sight  Trantlatloa 
mad  the  following: —  Xenophon,  Anabasla,  chapa.  1  to  8,  or  Phil- 
potta  and  Jerram,  Eaay  Selectlona  from  Xenophon. 
4.    Another  Language: — French,  or  Oerman,  or  Oreek,  or  Latin. 

6.  Algebra,  including  quadratic  equation*  and  aurds. 

C.    Oeometry.    Euclid,  Books  I,  II,  III,  and  eaay  deductions. 

7.  One  of  the   following:— Chemistry,   Physics,   Botany  or   a  third 
language.

THE  UNIVERSITY  YEAR 

Lectures  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  October  1st,  1912,  and  will 
continue  until  about  April  15th,  1913.

Tbe  Department  of  Agricultui-e  eatimatei  the  good  agricultural  Innd  of 
Alberta  to  be  100.000,000  acres,  of  which  only  two  per  cent  Is  tilled.  Tbe 
Department  of  the  Interior  estimates  the  coal  area  to  be  77,000  square 
miles. 

Calgary  is  the  commercial  centre  of  30,000,000  acrea  of  rich  farming, 
grazing,  timber  and  coal  lands,  the  development  of  which  had  only  bfKun. 
The  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  has  already  spent  113.600.000  in 
work  on  their  irrigation  block  east  of  the  city.  The  entire  block  consists 
of  over  three  million  acres,  of  which  nine  hundred  thousand  acres  are 
irrigable.  Eight  hundred  thousand  acres  of  the  Irrigable  land  are  now 
under  ditch.
